by Justice Holmes, the supreme court 
of the United States decided the case 
of the Merchants' National bank of 
Cincinnati against Wehrman in fay9r 
of the bank, thus reversing the de- 
cision of the supreme court of Ohio.

ANOTHER VICTORY. 


The Free Alcohol Bill Reported Fa- 


vorably by Houfte Committee. 


The grange has been a prominent 


factor in influencing congress to favor 
the free alcohol bill which was report- 
ed favorably by the house committee 
on ways and means on March 30., 


It is* predicted that the effect of the 


bill will be a revolution in heating, 
lighting aud furnishing fuel for motors, 
as alcohol will be cheaper than kero 
sene oil or gasoline and can be made 
from gram, vegetable root or fruit con- 
taining Vfarch. 


The "bill provides that,' beginning 


three mouths after Its passage, domes- 
trc•alcohol of such''degree-of proof as 
may b'e prescribed'by the commissioner 
of internal revenue and approved by 
the Secretary of 'the treasury may be 
withdrawn^rom bond without the pay: 
ment of internal revenue tax for use 
In the arts and Industries and for fuel, 
light and power, provided it shall have 
been mixed in the presence and under 
the direction of an authorized govern- 
ment officer, before withdrawal with 
denaturing material suitable to the use 
for which, the alcohol is withdrawn, 
but which destroys its character as a 
beverage and rentiers it unfit for liquid 
medicinal purposes. .
